bezzling $643,000 from the Big Four 
Railroad

employed as clerk, 
cashier and 
finally treasurer of the 
company. After his release Warriner 
left 'the city but nothing was disclosed 
concerning his plans for the future. 


The 
embezzlement 
case of which 
Warriner 
was the 
principal figure 
created a 
tremendous 
sensation 
in 
Cincinnati, where Warriner lived and 
throughput the state there he was well 
known in his official capacity. .Warri- 
ner was a man well liked and highly 
respected: He had a charming, but 
not luxurious home in Wyoming, a 
suburb of Cincinnati, where he lived 
with his wife and family in a style be- 
coming his station but without ex- 
travagance or ostentation. According 
to his confession he made the first 
false step while cashier of the Cleve- 
land line, which was later absorbed by 
the Big Four. He appropriated $5000 
of the funds of the road and lost it in 
speculations. 
He continued to steal 
small sums until the ' road was

St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 30.—Bach of the 
heirs of the estate of Adolphus Busch, 
vho, according to the will filed here 
late yesterday, are to have shares ol 
the trust into whi'tih the estate is to 
be former will have an annual income 
of $375,000 a share, or more'than 
$1,000 a day. 
The son, August'A. Busch,'who suc- 
ceeds his father in the management 
of the vast properties, is to have two 
s'hares of the.trust and his income 
consequently will be $750,000 a year, 
or more than $2,000 a day, minus the 
provision he is required to make for 
his invalid brother, Carl. 
These figures were made known to- 


day by a high officer of the Busch 
.corporations who refused to allow his 
name to be used. According to this 
officer the income of. the estate is es- 
timated at three million, which is a 
6 per cent return on a valuation of 
fifty million. Expense of administra- 
tion will reduce the net income some- 
what, but the total income of each

Two communications have been re- 


ceived relative to the question of hav- 
ing the youth of the city taught the 
refined tango, if tango they must. A 
thorough discussion of ' the 
question 
would prove most beneficial to. all 
concerned and the columns of the Ga- 
zette are open to similar communica- 
tions as 'published below. 
If the tango is to become an estab- 
lished feature of Janesville dances for 
both the younger set and the society 
circles, it should be taught in its most 
moderate form, known as the refined 
tango1 
Dr. Beaton. favors 
dancing, 
but intimates that it should be in 
moderation. 
Supt. H. C. Buell does- 
not believe it feasible 
to 
have 
it 
taught in the school buildings. 
The

Dancing In the Public (High) Schools. 


Rev. David Beaton. 
Your valuable editorial yesterday 
brings up the whole question of danc- 
ing in the public schools, and .1 ven- 
ture some remarks.' I hope, however, 
that the public won't say o£ me what 
was once said of a minister who was 
famous as a 
society 
dancer—"He's 
educated at the wrong end." 
Let me say at the outset that I am 
in favor of teaching dancing in our 
public schools. But there is dancing 
and dancing. 
And apparently 
the 
"mothers" in their 
endorsement of 
"refined" tango took no notice of this 
feature. The point at issue is tins: 
What sort of dancing Is proper and 
even legal in our public schools? It 
won't do for us to demoralize our 
precious educational system with fads 
and fancies, fashionable or even fun- 
ny; and nothing could be more ab- 
surd than to argue for the instruction 
of "tango" (refined) because some of 
the "mothers" had siuldenly been con- 
verted to the plan on account of hav- 
ing recently learned it and liked it. 
"It was such fun." 
It is this, and such like superficial- 


ity, that helps us to- see what kind 
of dancing ought not 'to get into our 
public schools eithei' in one place or 
another. 
No ball room dances, no 
dances belonging to sets, cliques, or 
classes have any place there. For as 
you properly say the tax payers can 
forbid it as class legislation. 
And to 
introduce even 
the 
"refined" tango 
would be adding insult of the decent 
class to the injury of the tax payer. 
It is certainly inspired folly and van- 
ity combined to have chosen the tango 
as the entering wedge for dancing in 
our public schools. 
But I must show what kind of danc- 
ing can be used in the schools. In a 
word, it is dancing that has athletic, 
disciplinary, moral value, 
All great 
educators from 
the 
Greeks down, 
know the value to body and mind of 
motion in rhythm, harmonious move- 
ment; it -.is not mere exercise but 
character building, because it carries 
all the lessons of obedience, perse- 
verance, mastery of bodily powers, as 
well as intellectual and sensuory de- 
light. 
I saw recently an exhibition 
by a family of five children from 4 to 
14 years of age, taught those athletic 
and folk dances; and anything more 
splendid as a developer of children's 
powers, and of personal pleasure it 
is impossible to find. 
; The answer is inevitable, .no ball 
room, social class, or clique dancing 
can be allowed in our public schools. 
If "mothers" want such dancing for 
their young people they must arrange 
for it and pay for it under proper 
chaperonage. And no more noble use 
of their spare time can be made than 
this. I speak in all sympathy with 
their efforts, for the young people will 
dance even the tango; but this solu- 
tion ' smacks too much of considera- 
tion of their own ease and responsi- 
bility. Why cannot those card play- 
ing clubs that have become such a 
cancer in our fashionable social life 
turn to this more useful work and the 
"mothers" assume their own noble re- 
sponsibility for the social training of 
the young? 
' 


Only athletic, folk dances, which in- 
struct in principles of bodily motion 
and mental training, not for fun, but 
for discipline and the mastery of the 
powers, that, in a word, have educa- 
tional values, and character ends in 
view can be properly conducted in 
our public schools.

LIMIT FREE SMOKES 


FOR CIGARMAKERS 


New Internal- Revenue Law Allows 


But Three Smokes a Day With- . 


out 
Tax. 


Janesville cigartnakers are' limited 
to three smokes a day without paying 
the revenue tax on them, -according 
to the terms of the new internal reve- 
nuo law which went into effect on 
Oct 1. As there are about twenty- 
five men employed in the cisar manu- 
facturing business a total of 525 cigars 
a week or 27,300 a year may be made 
in Janesville from which the govern- 
ment receives no revenue. 


But in order to avail themselves of 
the privileges of the law the workers 
must take their cigars from day to 
day 
They cannot let .them go lor a 
day and then .take six .the next day, 
or "for a week and then-pull down the 
entire twenty-one. 


These cigars will all have to be 
smoked by the cigar makers 
them- 
selves, as the law says: "That each 
employe of a manufacturer of cigars 
shall be permitted to use, for personal 
consumption and 
for experimental 
p'urposes, not to exceed 21 cigars per 
week without 
the 
manufacturer or 
cigars 
being 
required to pack the 
same in boxes or to stamp or pay any 
internal revenue tax thereon, such-ex- 
emption to be allowed under such 
rules and regulations as the secretary 
of the treasury may prescribe. 


"Each employe of a manufacturer 


of cigars is by this act permitted to 
use for his own personal consump- 
tion and for experimental 
purposes 
not to exceed 21 cigars per week 
without the same being packed in 
boxes and stamped. 
Such use of ci- 
gars will not be allowed to.accumu- 
late in the hands of the manufacturer 
.nor will they be allowed to be taken 
'later, nor will credit therefor be al 
lowed in the manufacturer's account 
for a subsequent period. Tax-free ci 
gars furnished or taken by employes

mingled with the manufacturer's stock 
of cigars on hand. An employe wil 
not be permitted to accumulate such 
cigars within the bonded-factory prem- 
ises. 
The law restricts the use of 
tax-free cigars to the employe individ- 
ually; therefore an employe will not 
be permitted to accumulate such ci- 
gars nor will he be permitted to take 
tax-free cigars and give them away. 
Cigars found in the hands of a person 
other than an employe of a manufac- 
turer of cigars not '•• packed in boxes 
properly labeled, branded and stamp- 
ed, are subject to forfeiture." 
This new law means considerable 
more work for the internal revenue 
collector as well as for the cigar man- 
ufacturers. Now, instead of just hav- 
ing to keep two columns_ of figures 
showing the number'of cigars manu- 
factured and the number that leave 
the factory, tax paid, he will have to 
keep four other columns. 


The manufacturer of cigars, at the 
'dose of each day,-iff; addition to the 
other requirements-of 'the- laws and 
regulations, must enter in 'separate 
columns .in his book, first;' the total 
number of tax-free cigars furnished to 
or taken -by his employes, including 
cigar.makers who were furnished or 
who have taken tax-free cigars: third, 
the number of cigar makers only who 
were furnished or who have "taken 
such 
cigars; and, fourth, the total 
number of cigar makers employed.

One of the principles which govern 


in business, where elements o£ hazard 
are involved, is to give the business 
the-benent of the doubt, and many an 
enterprise has been saved from finan- 
cial shipwreck, by observing this prin- 
ciple. 
What .is true in the realm of com- 


mercial life, is emphasized in the do- 
main of morals, where conscience 
i£> 


the court of last resort, and many a 
life has been saved or ruined by de- 
cisions rendered on questions of ex- 
pediency. 
The social life of the nation is :ust 


now confronted with a problem ot 
this character, and all sorts of argu- 
ments are presented on both sides of 
the question. 
The new dances, absorbing so much 


attention, may be perfectly proper, 
under wise supervision, but the ele- 


' ment of danger to good mroals, place 


them .in the expediency class, and put 
them on the doubtful list. 


Many towns and inland cities have

HIGH PRICED MEAT. 


A dispatch from Kansas City to a 


New' York journal throws some light 
on the stock market. It says: 


"General 
concern 
is 
manifest 


among cattle producers and commis- 
sion dealers, 'for the..first time this 
year, over the effects of the removal 
of duties on cattle and .meats. 
The 


rush- of Canadian 
cattle into 
this 


country'and the imports of Argentine 
and Australian beef at Atlantic coast 
ports have already '-resulted in de 
clines of 50 cents to $1 per hundred 
. weight on cattle the last fortnight. 


"Perhaps th.e most surprising fea- 


ture of the beef imports from Argen- 
tine, which have affected adversely 
the -buying on this market by New 
York butchers, as well as of packers, 
is, the fact that .the Armour Elnd Swift 


' interests are credited with bringing 


meat to this country from their South 
American plants. 
Stockmen had ex- 


p'ected that the big packers, who are 
interested not only in large packing 
houses here, but' also in the leading 
stock yards, would attempt to dis- 
courage foreign competition in the 
United States. 
;"It is reported here that Sulzberger 


& Sons, one of the 
big 
American 


packing houses, have arranged 
to 


build two plants in South America 
one-in Brazil and another in Uru- 
guay. 
One of the managers of the 


Kansas City business of Sulzberger 
& Sons has been in South America 
for months. 


;"No large rush of Mexican cattle 


into Texas followed the enactment ot 
tne . Underwood tariff, conditions in 
the southern republic being too unset- 
tled to permit extensive exportations 
Constitutionalists of northern Mexico 
are levying an export duty on all cat- 
tle passing through their lines. 


"Farmers and feeders in the corn 


belt are buying stocker and feeder 
cattle with, hesitancy, as a result of 
the developments the last few weeks 
Local traders in these grades of cat- 
tle have a heavy accumulation, the 
undertone of the market being much 
weaker than during the largest runs 
at the height of the drought the past 
summer. 
Speculators who purchase 


thin: cattle here for distribution to 
Ohio and Pennsylvania farmers report 
competition from Canadian cattle sold 
through the 'Buffalo market. 


"Whether cattle feeding operations 


already planned will be abandoned re- 
mains to be seen. It is a curious fact 
that,, despite the reduced corn crop, 
thin cattle sold up to this time at 
higher, prices than in 1912, feeders 
having been enthusiastic over the fu- 
ture demand for 
finished 
animals. 


Kansas City and Omaha, Neb., com- 
bined sent 615,000 stocker and feeder 
cattle to the country the past three 
months, compared with. 564,000 
the 


same time 
last 
year. 
As record 


prices were paid for these cattle and 
as_jfeed is very high, feeders must ob- 
tain unprecedented prices for the ani- 
mals when finished or suffer losses. 


."Receipts of cattle here continue 


heavy, despite the enormous prema- 
ture sales of the past three months. 
Colorado. New 
Mexico 
and 
other 


range states are sending the bulk ot 
the offerings. 
Several trainloads have 


come from Florida. 


"Some stockmen are still moving 


cattle from'Kansas to Oklahoma for 
the winter, feed being more abundant 
in the latter state. Many Texas cat- 
tle sent to Oklahoma early this year 
are being re-shipped to the Lone Star 
state. These are strange cattle move- 
ments, indeed. Thousands of cattle 
will be fattened on cottonseed hulls 
and- cottonseed cake by the oil mills 
of'.Texas and Oklahoma this winter." 


The great grazing lands of the west 


are. largely o.f the past, and the ex- 
pense of developing all kinds of meat 
from the hoof to the hook, has doub-j 
led in 
the past decade. 
Shipping' 
stock from one section of -the coun- 
try to another, for the purpose of 
feeding, is an expensive proposition, 


and the ultimate consumer pays the 
freight. 


The day of cheap feed is also a 


thing of the past. 
Corn around sev- 


enty cents means meat in proportion, 
and 
while 
free 
trade 
on 
meat 


products may weaken prices to some 
extent, there will be no perceptible 
change in the retail market, unless a 
touch of hard times and enforced idle- 
ness cuts down the demand. 


Better high priced meat, and high 


priced everything else, than that this 
should happen. The high cost of liv- 
ing is infinitely better th.an no living, 
and that's what hard 
times would 


mean to many ot us.

Rock county is called upon to pay 
more than double and nearly three 
times the amount o£ state taxes that 
it paid last year, according to the cer- 
tificate 
of 
apportionment 
received 


from the state by County Clerk How- 
ard Lee. The state this year demands 
for all purposes the sum of $232,088.21 
last year the sum required was $83,- 
444.94, 
which 
included the item of 
$2,851.55 charged the city of Janes- 
ville for reassessment. 
The county 
raised for all purposes, including state 
taxes, in 1912, $250,786.87, of which 
$170,193.48 was for county expendi- 
tures. 
It will be seen that if" the 


county did not levy any more taxes 
for its own purposes this year than 
last the total levy for 1913 would he 
$402,281.69. But the county will levy 
considerably 
more. 
Approximately 
six thousand dollars more will have to 
be appropriated for building highways 
and the county board at its recent spe- 
cial session voted to appropriate $20,- 
000 for road maintainence. The coun- 
ty, however, will receive $10,000 spe- 
cial state aid by reason o£ such ap- 
propriation.

; In fact, three-quarters of the arson 
in the world is committed upon tobac- 
co. Every day a million dollars of to- 
bacco goes up in smoke, atvl yet no 
effort is made, to treat it witli asbestos 
or to make it fireproof in any particu- 
lar. Jlany substitutes for tobacco are 
often used, such as rope, cabbace ex- 
celsior, tar paper, jute bagging and 
twine, but 
unfortunately 
the substi- 
tutes burn as readily as the tobac- 


in fact this is even more unfortun- 
ate than the inflammability of tobacco 
Its Si I. 


Tobacco is grown in the warm sun- 
shine and consists of large bunches of 
flat, broad leaves which absorb the 
said sunshine and convert it into nico- 
tine, a deadly poison which is said to 
be able to kill a man at forty paces 
ii it cared 
to. When the tobacco is 
ripe it is chopped 
off and dried in 
bundles, after which it is made into 
cigar, torches, fumisrators, plug cut 
cigarettes, snuff and other contagious 
articles.

He should be 
allowed to arrange it. to suit himself, and should be responsible for its condi- 
tion. 
The rest of the family should respect his* rights by knocking before 
entering. 


Again, J think husbands and wives are far happier together when each 
allows the other a large measure of independence. A great deal of unhappi- 
ness is caused by assuming that husbands and wives must like exactly the 
same things and spend all their leisure time together.
